Farm Federation Urges Emergency 
Credit For Farmers Without Crops 


At a-meeting of the Board of 
Directors of the Alberta Federa- 
tion of Agriculture, held in Cal- 
gary, the Federation decided that 
immediate arrangements must be 
made for a line of farm credit 
available for those requiring 
financial assistance as a result of 
not harvesting any crop, and for 
those who. have harvested all or 
part, but are not able to market 
any as a result of plugged facili- 
ties. 

Also that seed grain require- 
ments for next year particularly, 
require immediate attention be- 
fore too much of the limited 
amount of seed grain is shipped 
out of the Province. AFA’s in- 
formation is that a portion of the 
Province out of Red Deer to the 
border is facing a major deficit 
of availiable seed grain. 

The Federation is asking from 


the 


Dominion Government direc- 
tion to the Canadian Wheat Board 
to pay storage on grain on the 
farm until adequate space is 
available for the grain to be mar- 
keted, Storage payment would 
be comparab!e to storage now 
paid to grain companies, 

Consideration was given to the 
details of the program for the 
annual. meeting of the Alberta 
Federation of Agriculture which 
will be held December 17, 18 and 
19, inclusive, in the Palliser Hotel, 
Calgary.

EDITORIALS 


New Canadian Flag 


More and more, our country is taking its 
place as an equal among other nations of 
the world. An integral part of the British 
Commonwealth of nations, it is nonetheless 
wholly independent of the mother country. 

People in the United States who know 
their U.S. history of the Revolutionary war 
of 1776 often have queer ideas about Can- 
ada’s relationship to Great Britain. ‘We 
won our independence, why don’t you?” is 
the attitude of some Americans. Part of 
this misconception is due: to our continued 
use of the British flag as our flag and terms 
such as ‘Dominion of Canada” when refer- 
ring to the country of Canada. 

Parliament is abolishing the term Do- 
minion. How about a distinctive Canadian 
flag? ‘ 


Cut Living Cost 


Canadians could greatly reduce the cost 
of living by revising their eating habits. It 
isn’t necessary, for instance, to eat pure 
white bread, but it costs more and _ hasn’t 
the same high food value. 

This is one of the reasons why bread 
costs more in Canada than it does in Great 
Britain. Another reason is that Britain 
subsidizes bread from heavy British taxes. 
But the fact remains that British bread is 
made from 84 per cent extraction flour, 
while Canadians want a white bread from 62 
per cent extraction. 


The Dangerous Tractor 


The Alberta Wheat Pool’s clipping file 
shows that at least 18 farm people have lost 
their lives in tractor accidents in Alberta so 
far this year. Many others received dis- 
abling and painful injuries. 

The latest fatal accident occurred in the 
Reno district near Peace River when Sidney 
Yasikevich was killed. His tractor toppled 
as it went off the edge of the road and Mr. 
Yaskevich was crushed beneath. 

Faim people should never forget that 
the farm tractor is a dangerous implement. 
They should take particular care when 
operating it on a road. The tractor has a 
high centre of gravity and tips much more 
easily than an automobile. 


The Arms Race 


Just at present the peace of the world is 
being threatened as it never has been 
troubled before. In Iran and Egypt clouds 
are gathering on the horizon in deepening 
darkness. In Korea the massed guns are 
blazing in anger, even while armistice talks 
are being renewed. In the United States and 
Russia, the arms race is gaining tempo with 
blasts of atomic bombs and new weapons of 
destruction thundering out of great clouds 
of terrifying magnitude. 

The cruel race seems on, with the end 
known to be immeasurable death and de- 
struction for the nations, unless a halt is 
called to man’s murderous designs. Reports 
ef new atomic trial blasts follow one an- 
other from Russia and the United States, 
alternating their frightful threats to a peace 
loving world in terror of the final result. 

Always before the great wars that have 
wrought their devastation and massed death, 
these arms races have taken place and never 
before has the race ended without bloodshed 
and horror for millions of mankind. Is it 
likely that nations forging their weapons of 
death can stop in time to avert the final 
triumph of evil and injustice?

The Big Eye

Earlier this week I had a good look at what 
‘elevision is doing to the south. It put an awful 
wilt in my enthusiasm. Fact is, this new miracle 
is going to make some fundamental changes in the 
ordinary guy’s way of living. 

I went into one of the many cocktail bars that 
advertise television, lioisted myself on the last 
available red leather stool, ordered a Pabst and 
focussed on the screen. The set was down at one 
end of the bar, well above the eye level. All the 
customers had their heads cocked, giving them 
something of the appearance of robins listening for 
worms. 

Curiously enough, the faces of my fellow 
listeners were utterly without expression. Later, 
when I mentioned this to the bartender, he said 
they had a name for it. They call it “the Video 
Stare.” 


“It ain’t like a movie,” this observer told me. 
“Even on the comedy shows you hardly ever see 
anybody laughing. They just look at it with that 
stare like it was hypnotizing them or something. 
In a movie, see, you’re concentratin’ on the screen. 
But here with people movin’ around and waiters 
and bartenders mixin’ drinks nobody pays much 
attention to the television. They look at it, but 
don’t see it. Know what I mean?” 


From what I saw in this and a couple of other 
bistros I’d say ‘the bartender was right. Television 
in these places plays much the same role as the juke 
box. The music from the juke box is absorbed by 
the ear almost unconsciously. The flickering screen 
acts the same way on the eye. The net effect of 
both is to make the tavern a less pleasant retreat 
and to murder any real conversation. 

In the homes, however, it is different. 

I arrived at one friend’s home just after the 
channel had closed down and assisted in the cere- 
mony of pushing the chesterfield back into place. 
There were four guests, neighbors, and they left 
within the next 10 minutes. 

“There you see a perfect example of the 
Video Bum,” my friend said when the neighbors 
had left. “Got so we never spend a quiet even- 
ing alone any more. We have the only set in the 
block and they’re beating a path te our door. All 
we need is a box office outside and we'd be just like 
a movie. This thing is making me anti-social.” 

I suggested this might be merely because tele- 
vision has the attraction of being new and that the 
visitors would either buy sets of their own or weary 
of the novelty. 


“I hoped so at first,” my host said, “but it 
isn’t working out that way. A lot of people keep 
putting off buying a set because they’re pretty 
sure there’ll be some big improvements in the 
near future and also that the price may come 
down. And as for them getting bored with it— 
just the opposite. As a habit this things is worse 
than marijuana. And, of course it’s free. 

I head business to do with some newspaper 
executives, each of whom has a set. I asked them 
what effect television has had in their homes. 


“Murder,” one said. “It’s first bad effect 
is educational. Our kids are nuts about tele- 
vision as they never were about radio. They keep 
glued to that bright square and most of the stuff 
they see is just junk, A year ago we thought our 
eldest boy, Bill, was going to be a reader. He 
was getting interested in books and ideas that 
were advanced for his age and I was happy about 
it. Video is keeping him away from that.” 

“But that’s as true of adults as it is with kids,” 
another put in. ‘The thing has a fascination about 
it. It keeps you from other interests. People have 
learned to be selective about ordinary radio. With 
television they'll look at anything that moves. And 
so far, at any rate, video has all the cultural aspect 
of a burlesque theatre.” 


Note and Comment 


Efforts are being made in Saudi Arabia 
to extend the facilities of ancient irrigration 
systems by the use of modern irrigation 
techniques. However, water rights in this 
country are as intricate as the tunnels them- 
selves which often cross one another at vari- 
ous levels and much of the government’s 
trouble is to avoid infringing complex tradi- 
tional customs, 

The new move is, however, important 
because agriculture in Saudi Arabia depends 
entirely on irrigation, and though the areas 
under cultivation are widely separated by 
desert, they can be extended by a more effi- 
cient distribution of water. Rains in’ the 
autumn and early winter, which are not al- 
lowed tp escape into the salt mudflats on the 
coastal plain, will be controlled by dams.

Henry Young, president of the 
Farmers’ Union of Alberta, said 
he approved of the $1.85 1-2 per 
bushel for No. 1 Northern wheat, 
final payment announced by the 
Wheat Board. “It was thé highest 
price we could expect to get un- 
der the present system,” he said.
